She saw service on this 


Long Island Sound line for a num- 
ber ol jears and \\.is partially re- 
built for this work, being widened 
three feet forward of the wheels 
which were set back into pockets, 
thus making added stateroom ac- 
commodations.

In April 1S59, the 
"Knicker- 


bocker" ran down and sank the 
sloop "Stephen Raymond" 
near 


Hastings. This collision came at 
night and the entire crew of the 
sloop perished.

1S62 the 


"Knickerbocker" plied the route 
between Hondout and- Kew York. 
taking the place of the steamboat 
"Manhattan" until the new steam- 
er "Thomas Cornell" came into 
existence. This was the last of 
the "Knickerbocker" in this ter-

then 
taken 


south and used for a troop trans- 
port, and later was wrecked on 
Chesapeake Bay.
